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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9-10 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. With respect to claims 9-10, the dependencies of claims 9-10 are not clear 
because claims 9-10 are directly about the computer program product, which depend on 
the method claim. 

4. Claim 18 recites the limitation "each element" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
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351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kutter, 
U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/01 1 1965 (hereinafter Kutter). 

7. With respect to claims 1 , 6 f 1 1 , and 16, Kutter teaches a method of generating an 
extensible Markup Language (XML) schema [i.e. XML document instances] to validate 
an XML document representing network packet exchanges [paragraph 0053], the XML 
schema being used for defining describing and cataloguing XML vocabularies 
[paragraph 0082] for a class of the XML document in XML format [see abstract and 
figs. 1-5], the method comprising the steps of: 

■ identifying transition states of the network packet exchanges being 
investigated [fig. 3]; and 

■ generating, based on the transition states, the XML schema [fig. 2]. 

8. With respect to claims 2, 17, 12, and 17, Kutter further teaches each transition 
state is represented by an XML element [paragraph 0051]. 

9. With respect to claims 3, 8, 13, and 18, Kutter further teaches each element is 
defined [figs.2-3]. 
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10. With respect to claims 4, 9, 14, and 19, Kutter further teaches all elements in the 
schema are in a particular sequence [fig.2]. 

1 1 . With respect to claims 5, 10, 15, and 20, Kutter further teaches the sequence is 
the sequence of the transition states of the packet exchanges [figs.2-3&8]. 

Response to Arguments 

12. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
